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Upland May Get 
Another Carrier 


Re-opening the long battle to 
bring additional shipping service 
to residents of Upland, the Calif- 
ornia Public Utilities Commission 
will hold a new hearing beginning 
March 6 at the Mirror Bialding, 
Los Angeles, cn the request of 
Public Freight System of El Mcn- 
te for a highway common Garrier 
franchise. 

Although the origina! decision 
of the PUC last fall left the San 
Gabriel and Pomona valleys with 
only one highway common carrier 
line, the oficials have examined 
new evidence and agreed to re- 
open hearings on the case. 


The dual valeys are among the 
few areas in the county with less 
than two or more highway com- 
mon carriers. 


“We have found considerable 
new evidence indicating the need 
for a second competitive line in 
this area, and we intend to bring 
this before the commission,” com- 
mented J. Nelson Kagarise of El 
Monte, president of Public Freight 
System. 

The trucking company present- 
ly is serving the Eastern Los An- 
geles County area as a major con- 
tract carrier. 





Jimmy Roosevelt 
A Thorn in Side 
Of Demos, Too 


An element of dissension over 
the selection of a California Dem- 
ocratic gubernatorial candidate 
cropped up today in the wake of 
the Northern California’s Jeffer- 
son-Jackson dinner held last Mon- 
day in San Fraritisco’s Palace Ho- 
tel. 

A number of the 2100 delegates 
attending the $25 “gold plate” 
Democratic fund raising shindig, 
were far from happy with the 
Jimmy Roosevelt’s faction’s ef- 
forts to “capture” the pre-pri- 
mary endorsement of the Northern 
party. 

‘Most noticeable maneuver was 
the shift of old line Democrats to 
the camp.of Walburn Mayock, for- 
mer general legal counsel for the 
Demccratic National Committee, 
who opened his campaign to re- 
present the state’s Democrats in 
opposition to young Roosevelt. 

While J. Howard McGrath, Uni- 
ted States attorney general and 
key man in President Harry Tru- 
man’s cabinet, stressed the neces- 


sity of Democratic party unity in | 
issued a: 


all state elections, he 
veiled warning to party leaders 
against the “fanatic fringe” swing- 
ing on the party’s coat-taiis. 

The anti-Roosevelt bloc made no 
bones about expressing their ris- 
satisfaction over the prospect of 
supporting Jimmy in the forth- 
coming election fight to oust Gov. 
Earl Warren. Despite the fact 
young Roosevelt is the State’s 
Democratic national committee- 
man, it still rankled “old liners” 
who remembered that the Califor- 
nia delegation originally was 
pledged to Truman and that it was 
Roosevelt who bolted and tried to 
Swing the delegation votes over 
to “Boss” Hague in the 1948 na- 
tional convention. 

“Old liners” also recalled that 
it was young Roosevelt's efforts 
to split the party vote that near- 
ly stalemated the conclave. It was

In Brilliant Meet 


Rexford Brandt presented his 
own pictures and those of his fel- 
low artists to illustrate the theory 
of shapes, color, and line to mem- 
bers of the Pomona Valley Branch 
of the American Assouviation of 
University Woman at Saturday's 
meeting, held in Bridges Auditor- 
ium, Pomona College.

Problems confronting the multi- 
million dollar Southern California 
citrus industry such as the threat- 
ened invasion of the Oriental fruit 
fly and improved orchard heat- 
ers to curb the smudge menace 
will be given a thorough airing on 
Wednesday, March 15, at the an- 
nual Citrus Institute held in con- 
junction with the National Or- 
ange Show in San Bernardino on 
March 9-19. 

The Citrus Institute, to be con- 
ducted in the San Bernardino Val- 
ley College auditorium, will be 
confined to a fast-moving half- 
day session at which an array of 
experts in the citrus industry will 
discuss the varied problems. 

Dozens of Southern California 
growers are expected to attend the 
institute, annually one of the out- 





standing events at the National 
Orange Show which is dedicated 
to the welfare of the vast citrus 
industry. 

With Paul Jennings of the East 
Highlands Orange Company as 
chairman, the Institute will start 
promptly at 9 a.m., according to 
Ralph G. LaRue of the University 
of California agricultural exten- 
sion service and general chair- 
man of the committee arranging 
the institute. The  citrus-short 
course will run through to 12:30 
Pp-m. when growers will leave to 
attend the Naticnal Orange Show. 

Principal speaker at the 1950 
Citrus Institute will be Richard 
Young, general agent and counsel 
for the Farm Credit Administra- 
tion of Berkeley, the Federal Land 
Bank, the Federal Intermediary 
Bank, and the Production Credit 
Corporation ‘which controls fed- 
eral financing in four states. 


Big Orange Show To 
Present Forum 


Mr. Young will discuss farm 
credit as it applies to citrus grow- 


ers. He has made a thorough study | 


of the citrus financing and will ex- 
plain the system provided by the 
Federal government. 

Earnist McCook, president of 
the 1950 edition of the National 
Orange Show, will open the insti- 
tute with greetings from the ex- 
position. 

At 9:15 a.m. Mr. LaRue will 
tell growers the result of studies 
made on the cause of small-sizes 
in oranges. 

He will be followed by H. M. 
Armitage of Sacramento, head of 
the state entymology bureau, who 
will show a motion picture of the 
ravages caused by the Oriental 
fruit fly. The insect has become 
a serious threat to Southern Cal- 
ifornia’s citrus industry and the 
state and university has done con- 
siderable research on the subject. 

Development of the Riverside 
campus of the University of Cal- 
ifornia will be outlined by Dr. 
Gordon S. Watkins, recently nam- 
ed provost, and Dr. Roy Bainer, 
chairman of the division of agri- 
culture engineering at the Univer- 
sity of California, college of agri- 
culture, Davis, will speak on the 
development of new orchard heat- 
ers to overcome the smudge men- 
ace and at the Same time safe- 
guard the citrus industry in times 
of severe weather. 

Considerable interest has been 
manifested this year by Southern 
California growers in the orchard 
heater subject inasmuch as sever- 
al counties have appointed com- 
mittees representing growers and 
private citizens to study the 
smudge problem.

OF THE UPLAND WOMAN’S 


(Compiled by Una R. Winter) 
Forty-six years ago, in 1903, 


| when the Woman’s Club was or- 


ganized, this community was just 
a small village of a few hundred 
people. in 1902, one year before, 
the name of Upland was chosen 
to cover this territory that lay, 
in great part, along the Santa 
Fe Railroad tracks and Euclid 
Avenue. 


Even at that early period there 
was the urge among the women 
to form an organization that would 
bring to them educational advan- 
tages and a greater degree of 
culture. 

History does not say who it was 
that proposed the forming cf a 
Club, but it was probably Mrs. 
Ella Westland, editor and publish- 
er of the Upland News. 

Miss Harriet Riley was appoint- 
ed Historian during the early 
years, serving until the year 1913. 
After many years, Mrs. Una R. 
Winter, was asked to carry on the 
work (and add to it) up to the 
end of 1949. 

During the past months, Mrs. 
Winter has read the Recording 
Secretary’s minutes for the 46 
years, making notes of important

trations of this period; some pre- 
sidents *serving only one year 
while others served two years. 
These notes have been written up 
and, with some letters, documents, 
clippings, etc., added, comprise 
the history of the Upland Wo- 
man's Club up to this time. 

Aside from this detailed his- 
tory, she has written a summary 
of the history in brief torm that 
shows the work and progress of 
the members during the years and 
the important place in the com- 
munity that such an organization 
holds. 

NAMES OF THE CLUB 

The name tentatively chosen 
first was ‘The Escholtzia Club” 
(Spanish word meaning Poppy). 
But members finding this was 
hard to spell and even harder to 
pronounce, soon changed it. 

The name then became ‘Wo- 
man’s Literary Club” as being 
more practical and suitable. This 
name was used from 1903 to 1912. 

In 1908, the club joined the 
California Federation of Women’s 
Clubs and adopted many of the 
Federation’s ideas. To conform 
with these, the name was chang- 
ed in 1912 to the “Upland Wo- 
man’s Club” as it is known today.

Participation in “hosteling” in 
1950 will be double that of any 
previous year, it was predicted 
here today by Ben W. Miller, Ex- 
ecutive Director of American 
Youth Hostels. 

Mr. Miller based this forecast 
on early registrations and inquir- 
ies regarding the non-profit pro- 
gram which permits American 
youths—young men and women 
both—to see their own and some 
26 foreign countries at costs of as 
little as $1.25 a day. 


Hosteling—low cost hiking or 
cycling in supervised groups along 
established routes with overnight 
stays in shelters maintained by 
local councils of interested citi- 
zens—has been a popular and pur- 
poseful experience for young peo- 
(ple abroad for nearly a half cen- 
tury. Now its enjoyment by young 
Americans promises to out-rank 
any previous growth records, ac- 
cording to Mr. Miller. 

Trips planned for this summer 
by the National Headquarters of 
American Youth Hestels at 6 East 
39th St., New York City, will take 
hostelers to various parts of the 
U. S., the North American con- 
tinent and Europe. 

a1osteling in the U. S. began in 
1934, and since has spread from 
coast to coast. At present there 
are AYH Local Councils in 29 
states, which supervise 160 hos- 
tels in such parts of the country 
as the New England coastal and 
mountain areas, Long Island 
Sound, the Great Lakes, Colonial 
Virginia and the mountain regions 
wf the West—with more being add- 
ed as local citizen groups form 

ew sponsoring councils in other 
parts of the nation. Moreover, the 
growing numbers of young Ameri- 
cans are taking hosteling trips 
through countries overseas under 
the supervision of AYH, and in 
cooperation With youth hostel or- 
anizations abroad. 

American hostels are made pos- 
Sible by the neighborly interest 
and hospitality of local citizens, 
Supported by the cooperative help 
of the young hostelers themselves. 
(Hostel accommodations are locat- 
ed in barns and farm buildings, in 
cabins and private homes, in 
churches and schocls, and even in 
former military lodgings. They are 
Supervised by resident housepar- 
ents. Possession of an AYH Pass, 
which costs $2 a year for those 
under 21 and $3 for those over, 
permits a hosteler to remain over- 
night at any hostel in this country 
or abroad at a charge of not more 
than 50 cents. 

All hostelers subscribe to the 
universally accepted hosteling code 
for simple living. They agree to 
travel by their own effort, to pro- 
vide and prepare their own meals, 
to do their share of “‘clean-up’”’ be- 
fore they leave, to refrain from 
drinking or smcking on the pre- 
mises. Observances of these simple 
rules is required of all members to 
maintain Youth Hostel privileges. 


sleeping quarters and washrooms 
for young men and young women, 
a common kitchen where hostelers 
may cook their meals and in most 
cases recreational facilities. Hos- 
telers travel light, knowing that 
they will find blankets, clean beds 
and cooking utensils at each hos- 
tel. 

“Hosteling is not a spectator 
sport,” observes Mr. Miller. “What 
it offers is neither soft nor easy. 

“Its simple and sometimes rug- 
ged life demands energy, Self-re- 
liance, tolerance and a sharing of 
experience. Hostelers become very 
strong in body and in spirit. Time 
spent on the open road, in frater- 
nal association with other young 
people in this country and abroad, 
helps hostelers become better Am- 
ericans.’” 


“The craving to move beyond 
familiar surroundings is strong in 
all young people. This compelling 
urge to meet other people and see 
other places has been a constant, 
powerful force in the making of 
America. It has helped to knit 
into one cohesive nation many dif- 
ferent races and traditions. 


“American Youth Hostels re- 
cognizes as a valuable source of 
undeveloped strength this desire 
in young people to seek adven- 
ture—to see and learn for them- 
selves. AYH helps our youth to 
realize this aim by directing their 
unfolding energies into activities 
which not only fulfill immediate 
interests and enthusiasms, but 
which will contribute to their 
growth as thinking men and wo- 
men, as future citizens and lead- 
ers.” 

Mr. Miller outlined the 1950 
travel program of AYH National 
Headquarters as follows: 

In the United States, hosteling 
groups will visit northern New 
England, the Great Lakes, Long 
Island Sound and the Colonial Vir- 
ginia area. Of particular interest 
are the_ seven-week National 
Parks4High Sierras trip for hik- 
ers, and the Rolling Hostel trip, in 
which specially equipped trains 
will take hostelers cross country, 
permitting them to cycle in scenic 
areas, using the train as their 
hostel each night. Rolling Hostel 
trips will go to the Grand Canyon 
and Yellowstone Park. 

Trips planned for the North 
American continent will take hos- 
telers to the Canadian Rockies, 
Gaspe Peninsula, Ontario, the 
Maritime Provinces and the Sag- 
uenay River area, all in Canada, 
and to Mexico, Guatemala and 
Alaska. 

Among tours to Europe will be 
visits to the British Isles, Scandi- 
navia, France, the North Sea area, 
Central Europe, Western Europe, 
the Mediterranean area and South- 
west Europe. Trips involving work 
projects will also be conducted in 
Germany and Holland. 

Trips will start in late June and 
early July. In all cases costs cover

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Poultry Beginner 
Warned It's Nof 
Just A Picnic 


By Joe Hertel, Farm Advisor 

At several recent poultry meet- 
ings, a check was made of the 
number of beginners, those enter- 
ing since the war and those who 
had previous experience. 
showed that 75 per cent of those 
present have become commercial 
poultrymen, since 1941. Since the 


close of the war a lot of service | 
“on the job’ | 


men have taken 
courses in poultry husbandry. It 


was thought the following infor- | 


mation might be of value to them. 

A great number of poultry ex- 
perts are of the opinion that the 
novice, fresh from his books, a 
sales job, clerical labors or the 
stock exchange, should leave poul- 
try farming alone and attend to 
his business. This is too sweeping 
an indictment. It is just as erron- 
eous to think that anyone can 
make a success of poultry farm- 
ing. 

The qualities required to make 
a man successful in any trade or 
profession are those essential t-: 
make him successful at poultr, 
farming. The failures among pou!- 
try keepers—and there are many, 


(a) would not make a success at 
anything or (b) 
attempted operations in excess of 
their capital or experience. The 
poultry keeper does not need to 
be inspired by genius. Energy, 
regularity, clearheadedness, abhbil- 
ity to make use of experience and 
a freedom from slackness, laziness 
and self-indulgence are the char- 
acteristics he must possess. He 
must be up and about early in 
the morning—every morning— 
with all his wits about him, quick 
to take advantage of sunshine and 
warm weather. He must train 
himself quickly to detect signs of 
ill health or deterioration in the 
birds and to track down the cause. 
He must also be prepared to re- 
cognize that poultry keeping is a 
business like any other in so far 
as the keeping of detailed and 
scrupulous accounts is concerned. 

Persons who go in for poultry 
keeping do as for a variety of 
reasons. There may be a desire to 
live an open-air-life in the coun- 
try, to get away from town life, 
the mcnotony of the job, the boss’ 
orders, a desire for more freedom 
and less regulation. The idea of 
poultry keeping is seized as a 
means to an end. 

It is this class of person who 
takes too optimistic a view of his 
difficulties and who is least apt 
to succed because his primary ob- 
ject was to get away from town 
|and the job. Poultry farming open- 
ed an avenue for escape, 
opportunity to open a new enter- 
| prize. 

The novice who proposes to keep 
some poultry while he has a job 


view of what he is undertaking. It 


business is built up without a 
steady application of labor, brains, 
thrift and money. 

Here it may be stated that 
|some of the most successful poul- 
|try breeders commenced their op- 
erations in a small way, gradual- 
ly expanding as they learned the 
business and found it pyrofitable. 
As a rule these continued the 
work on which their living depend- 
ed, until such time as they were 
justified in giving up. To that 
Stage the poultry farmng was sup- 
plemental to their job. 

The novice with no practical 
experience may make a start in 
one of several ways. He can be- 
come a vupil or worker on a large 
successful commercial farm or he 
can become a beginner on his own 
farm. An apprenticeship like the 
first is highly desirable. 

If operating on his own the 
beginner must experiment on the 
smaller scale during the first sea- 
son. He will thereby reduce the 
possibility of loss to a minimum. 

It is also desirable to acquire 
the initial experience before mak- 
ing too large a capital outlay. It 
is also best to use average priced 
chicks. This reduces cash losses 
to a minimum for the beginner.” 

Of course Southern California 
with its abundant sunshine and 
low rainfall has less probiems in 
raising poultry than England with 
its continous fogs, rain and heavy 
soil.

Cure For Crown Gall 


BERKELEY -— Crown gall on 
| walnut trees can be controlled by 
| brush application of elgetol in 
}methanol, a wood alcohol, says 


of California College of Agricul- 
ture on the Berkeley campus. 

The disease is caused by a small 
bacterium, measuring about one 
25 thousandths of an inch. It can 
enter the plant only through a 
wound, therefore crown gall is 
spread in orchards mostly by the 
farm implements that caused the 
wounds on plant parts. 

Since crown gall tissues on a 
walnut tree harden and become 
difficult to penetrate with chemi- 
cals, it is necessary to scrape off 
from the gall as much of the crust 
as possible before treatment. If 
this scraping only slightly scari- 
fied the surface, a 20 per cent 
elgetol in 80 per cent methanol 
| can be used. On deeper scrapings 
a weaker solution--one part of 
|the elgetol-methancl mixture to 
|nine parts of water—shuld be used. 
Large galls that girdle the tree 
|should not be treated at one time 
as this may cause severe poison- | 
ing of the tree. With large galls | 
|/it is a good plan to treat one third 
|or one half of the gall at a time 
}and wait for complete healing be- | 
|fore starting to work on the re- 
|maining portions of the gall.

Old Days of 
Quick Justice 
Are Recalled 


When in 1868 Luman and Silas lemployed, get in 


Gaskill pitched their camp on a 
jlevel place by a rolling stream in 
|the lower Milquatay Valley in San 
|Diego County, they liked the 
|place so much that they decided 
|to stay. In almost no time at all, 
according to the Naticnal Auto- 
mobile Club, they had started a 
hotel, a general merchandise store, 
| flour mill, and blacksmith shop, 
and were serving as a trading cen- 
.ter for some six hundred neigh- 
| bor ‘s. As co-founders of the now 
| rlourishing town of Campo they 
jhad made a place for themselves 
lin the history of the area but it 


| was as two of the principal actors 








in the drama of a now famous 
bandit raid that they were to 
make that place secure. 


On a bleak December day in 
|1875 Luman Gaskill was standing 
alone benind the counter of his 
store when Cruz Lopez and two of 
his henchmen rode up, strode into 
the store, and threatened to shoot 
him. Not being the kind of man 
to give up without a struggle, Lu- 
man gave out with a whooping cry 
of “Murder!”, and lunged for his 
gun that was standing in the cor- 
ner. Before he could reach it, how- 
ever, two of the bandits grabbed 
him and held him while Lopez 
fired a shot into him at point- 
blank range. Ieaving Luman for 
dead, the three bandits then ran 
outside the store where three of 
their companions had been stand- 
ing guard over Silas. t 

But Luman’s cry of ‘Murder’ 
had already sent Silas into action. 
He too had lunged for his gun and 
had wheeled, killed one of his cap- 
tors, wounded another, and then 
taken to cover to continue the 
fight. In the meantime his broth- | 
er had dragged himself to the 
|creek, staunched his wounds, and 
had crawled back to the scene to 
| join in the battle. Before much 
|time had passed, two bandits had 
been killed, two captured and im- 
‘mediately hanged to a nearby oak 
|tree, and one so seriously wounded 
jthat he died in a nearby valley. 
Luman recovered from his wounds 
and died almost forty years later 
in 1914. His brother died the same 
year.

to a spokesman of the Veterans 
Administration. 
Public Law 16 is the cne which 


illows training and education ben- 
efits for veterans with 10 per cent 
eater wartime disability rat- | 
ing. Of this total of 5000, 245 are 
in the Los Angeles Regional of- 
fice area which includes nine 
counties in California and two in| 
Nevada. 

Past VA surveys have revealed 
that most disabled veterans, train- | 
ing on-the-job under Public Law 
16, were learning to be mechanics 
and repairmen, cffice workers, 
metalworkers, construction work- 
and salesmen, in that order. 

A veteran who is on the waiting 
list has a definite need for voca- 
tional rehabilitation in order to 
help him overcome his wartime 
disability.

SACRAMENTO -— More than 
3,300,000,000 gallons of high-test 
motor fuel were distributed sub- 
ject to gasoline taxes in 1949, an 
increase of 314 per cent over the 
total of the previous year, accord- 
ing to figures released today by 
William G. Bonelli, Fourth District 
Member of the State Board of 
Equalization.

1949 total by $18,391,873, or 12.4 
per cent, leaving net revenues of 
$130,162,819. These net revenues 
were 4.7 per cent higher than 
those of 1948.

Branding James Roosevelt as a 
political adventurer whose record 
of public service is pockmarked 
by a string of broken promises, 
Welburn Mayock, Democratic can- 
didate for governor, today called 
on all loyal Democrats to defeat 
Roosevelt at the state primary. 

Mayock, in an address over the 
Mutual-Don Lee Network, accus- 
ed young Roosevelt of using the 
Democratic party as a bootjack 
and a stepping-stone to further 
his personal nationa] amibtions, 
and has openly demonstrated that 
party policy and precedent is sec- 
ondary. 

“Roosevelt’s record of shame- 
less trickery,” Mayock said, 
“speaks for itself. In 1946, when 
he was opposed as chairman for 
the Democratic State Central 
Committee, young Roosevelt prom- 
ised he would not run for any 
State office for 10 years. He broke 
that promise. He began his cam- 
paign for governor just three 
years later in 1949.”
